August brought epic floods resulting in hardships, devastation, and 
impressive press-coverage. As Ames once again became the Atlantis 
of the Midwest, residents went without water and, in some cases, 
electricity, for days. The lack of clean water posed unexpected 
problems for the students of Ames High. "I never really thought about 
all the stuff you use tap water for," said junior Calyssa Dolce. 
"Figuring out how to brush your teeth and wash your face with bottled 
water wasn’t something | ever thought l'd do.” The small

were destroyed, businesses ruined, and 
Hilton surpassed the Aquatic Center as 
B Ames ' largest pool. 

Junior Sarah Kemp, along with many of 
her peers, experienced the floods a little too 
close to home. "Our basement flooded three 
times this summer," Kemp explained. The 

m August flood brought over an inch of water 
that 'tOvered their entire basement. "The problem," Kemp said, 
"was a clogged pipe that was originally installed to carry rainwater 
away from the house." So in the following weeks, Sarah found herself | 
watching an excavator dig an eight-foot trench in her backyard. 

The construction wasn't a new sight; the streets of Ames were torn 
up left and right the whole summer to repair major veins running 
through the city. The road construction that affected High School 
students the most, though, was the intersection of Ridgewood Avenue 
and 20th Street, one of the two ways into the school parking lot. | 
scheduled to be done before classes started, this project, like many 
others, was delayed by the flooding. Freshman Gabriel Jennings is 
one of the many underclassmen who walk to school each morning. 
"The first few days of school, the cars were backed up on 16th till 
Grand,” said Jennings. "I was walking faster than any of the cars were 
moving." The reason for this congestion was the temporary stop sign 
installed at the end of 16th to allow cars on Ridgewood to get through. 

At first, Principal Evans thought it was going to be a huge problem. 
"| thought we'd be lucky if school started by noon," said Evans. | was 
shocked to see the maturity of the students and staff as we dealt with 
the problem and got the ball rolling."

The month of September brought a growing 
sense of rhythm as students got their schedules 
memorized, freshmen learned the flow of hallway 
traffic, and sports practices came into full swing. 
The first full month of the school year looks much 
different than others; teachers wait to release the 
floodgates of homework, tests and projects— but 
coaches have learned to take full advantage of the 
open schedules. 

"Varsity girls' swimming has a pretty ridiculous 
practice schedule, especially at the beginning of 
the year," said senior Chrisann Zuerner. “We 
have two-a-days almost every day and frequently 
practice Saturdays." Calculating between the 
average length of practices and the season 
schedule, it was discovered that girls' swimming 
would practice about 360 hours during the 2010 
season— longer than any other fall sport.

State Champions 


For the first time in Ames High history, the girls 
Swimming and diving team took the title of state 
champions. The team scored 293 points on 
November 6th; the next closest team scored 213 
points. 

Eleven of the fourteen girls competing at state 
were returning qualifiers. "We set a goal as a team 
and each individual worked hard to achieve this 
goal," said senior Charlotte Quant. "We also had 
really great coaches who helped keep our goal in 
perspective." Coach Flannery and his coaching staff 
were later recognized as state coaching staff of the 
year. 

Friday evening started out well for Ames High in 
the diving meet. Senior Anna Joerger finished 18th, 
junior Sarah Kemp finished 8th, and senior Megan 
Cohea won second place. 

On Saturday, Ames girls competing in the 200 
Yard Medley Relay, the 50 Yard Freestyle, 100 Yard 
Backstroke, and the 400 Yard Freestyle Relay all 
won state championship titles. The 100 Yard 
Freestyle won a state runner-up title. Juniors Maddie 
Bro and Lauren Rosser, along with sophomore 
Taylor Flummerfelt and freshman Sydney 
Sorenson, were all named All-American Swimmers. 
Bro was also recognized as State Athlete of the 
Year. 

The title of State Champion was an impressive 
achievement, but it was hardly a surprise.

that echoed through the halls, but a defeated drone announcing news that many feared would come. All 
throughout the school, students and staff listened, wearing their yellow shirts or yellow ribbons to support 
struggling social studies teacher Dennis Cullinan, who had entered hospice the previous day. But it was to all 
of their dismay that Evans announced that Mr. Cullinan had passed at 3:00 AM that morning. The shock came 
harsh and sudden. Was it all in vain that they had worn yellow to support their teacher? Faint sniffling 
reverberated through rooms as Evans spoke his part on Cullinan's untimely death. The end of the 
announcement was followed by utter silence. Teachers did what they could to continue classes despite the 
lingering sadness in the air, but the brutal day dragged painfully on. 

The rest of the day was carried on with heavy hearts and yearning nostalgia in remembrance of Dennis 


Cullinan (1959-2011). But Denny, as many know, was an incredibly private person; he didn't exactly like to talk ٢" 


about himself. How well did those grieving really know Mr. Cullinan? Did they know that he was a certified, but 
incredibly modest, hypnotist? or that he was a groomsman at Mrs. Billings's wedding and gave her a pep-talk 
encouraging her to teach high school? It's also rarely known by students now that Cullinan was the head 
basketball coach at several lowa schools - including Ames High - for 30 years. Cullinan received the Don 
Logan Award last year at the boys' state basketball tournament for his commitment as a coach. His basketball 
affiliation wasn't only invested in coaching, but because of his private and quiet nature, no one here at the 
school knows exactly to what ends his prowess went. What is known is that sometime in his life, he had 
opportunities in a basketball career. But he didn't pursue them; he wanted to teach. Some might ve called the 
6 10° social studies teacher a fool for letting go of that potential wealth to teach public high school, but many 
argue that it really shows his dedication to do what he loved. 

Cullinan had spent the entire of last semester out of the school because of his health. Dave Duit had been 


filling in during his absence and was able to keep the class progressing from the detailed instructions Cullinan f 


sent. During 6th period on the Friday of his death, all students were organized into the gym for a picture with 
their yellow shirts to send to the Cullinan family. Tears welled up in teachers' eyes as they organized students, ` 
most of whom were probably unaware that Cullinan had once ruled that very court. But perhaps that is how ne] 
would have wanted it. Nothing could take him away from his love of teaching.

in 1888, a small group of literature enthusiasts formed a club called the 
“Shakespearean Club where they would read plays, recite poetry, perform 
music. and even dance around. After the students who first formed 
Shakespearean Club graduated, the club did not last many years afterward. This 
didnt mean the end of theater at Ames High, though. Many drama clubs have | | 
been formed over the years and have been sponsored and directed by a wide senior Christopher Stott 
variety of teachers and staff members. Some of the most influential people who 
guided Ames young actors include Wayne Hanson, Al Jerdee, Del Schmidt, 

Brian Parrish, and current drama sponsor and director Steven Woolery. 

For over thirty years, Wayne Hanson was the heart and soul of Ames High 
theater. The time and effort that he spent on each production made every 
moment worthwhile. Hanson was known for his quirkiness and fun-loving attitude. 
“One year when [Hanson] was selected to be woken up for Band Raid during 
Ames High’s homecoming week,” AHS Director of Bands Chris Ewan said, “the 
students arrived and gathered on his porch at 2:30 in the morning, and he burst 
through the front door holding a rifle. He scared the students by yelling things like 
‘Get off my lawn!’ and ‘You crazy kids...’ The band students always loved to visit 
his house for band raid.” 

Wayne Hanson, who was the heart and soul of Ames High theater for over 30 
years, is stilla member of the Ames community and lives fairly close to the high 
school. He organized many productions during his time here including the 
productions of a musical once every 4 years. Choral director Steven Linn has had 
the pleasure of directing the musicals alongside several directors. Wayne was a 
great director who really cared about the theater," Linn said. "It wasn't until A 
Jerdee came to be the director at Ames High that we decided to do the musicals 
every year. We loved doing them so much that we started the tradition in 2002 by 
inserting our production of Bye Bye Birdie into the program 3 years early." 

The tradition has continued every year, with Annie Get Your Gun marking the 
10th musical in Ames’ 10 year streak. When English teacher Del Schmidt took 
the reigns in 2006 with AHS Alumni Brian Parrish, they added Seven Brides for 
Seven Brothers and The Sound of Music into the musical mix. Schmidt said that WW ۱ 
"being involved with the drama department was very enjoyable,” and that there [Mies وس سل‎ 
are “so many committed and talented students that go to Ames." Schmidt would 
have liked to have directed more than 2 years, but when he started teaching A.P. 
classes his schedule "started to overflow and it was hard to imagine organizing 
the theater program in the coming years." 

In 2009, English teacher Steven Woolery became Director of the drama 
department. "It's been amazing to move to Ames and get to work with such 
incredible individuals," Woolery said. "My work is done so easily because of the 
passion and determination that each student possesses." Woolery encourages 
students to engage themselves in the world of acting and has kept the 
International Thespian Society going strong. 

Theater at Ames provides many opportunities and immensely builds 
character. It's a truly wonderful program started with humble intentions. The 
theater was made by the students for the students. It's as Schmidt said: "There 
are so many talented kids in Ames and it is wonderful that they have this great 
creative outlet."

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As the days have started to become longer, the temperature outside has 
begun rising, and the seemingly endless countdown of school days left has 
reached a tangible number, the atmosphere of "almost summer" has 
started to fill the air. For many students, however, there is still one 
challenge that they must face before they can enjoy the excitement and 
freedom of the summer: AP tests. 

Currently, there are fifteen AP classes offered at Ames High, all of which 
nave very different structures. Although most of the AP classes are taught 
in traditional classroom settings, designed to educate students on the 
subject material and prepare for the national AP exam, there are a small 
number of classes that do not fit this norm. Fourth-level foreign language 
classes, for example, include an AP option. Also, AP Statistics is an option 
given to students as an online course. 

Although there are several incentives for enrolling in AP classes, and for 
taking the national exams, there are few that are truly motivating for 
students. "Benefits of AP classes?" asks sophomore Bo Fan, who has 
taken four AP classes. "College credit [from the AP tests]. As to the 
exams, | would recommend taking them, because you'll regret it if you 
don't." 

Sophomore Marios Tringides, who has taken five AP classes, agrees. 
But college credit, he says, is not the only motivation for students to take 
AP classes. “I’m glad that | have taken AP classes in high school," 
Tringides said, "because they provide a challenge, and go more in-depth 
into the material." 

Because AP classes cover subject material much more thoroughly than 
regular, or honors classes, they inherently have more work attached to 
them, and a higher difficulty level. 

These factors, however, should not be a held as reasons to not enroll in 
AP classes, because, as senior Anima Ghimire, who has taken 11 AP 
classes in her high school career, says, "anyone with some degree of 
aspiration and work ethic should not hesitate to enroll in an AP class. 
Students should realize that AP classes enrich the high school experience. 
With great teachers guiding you along, AP classes are not as intimidating 
as they are made out to be. 

So while AP classes and exams are stressful, they are also rewarding 
and most agree they are worth the extra time and effort.
